REMARKS 

The Office Action of May 21, 2007 presents the examination of claims 1-9, 12-14, 18-20, 
27, 28, 30 and 31. Claims 12 and 13 stand objected to as depending from a rejected claim, but 
allowable if rewritten into independent form. 

The present Amendment incorporates claim 12 into claim 1 and also into claim 31, 
rendering these claims, and claims dependent therefrom, allowable. Claim 12 is accordingly 
canceled. 

Claims 18-20 and 27 are presently canceled. 

New claim 32 represents the subject matter of claim 31 combined with allowable claim 
13. New claim 33 incorporates the features of prior claim 3 into claim 31 or 32.
